This 
was amended so as to omit the phrase 
referring to the school, and then 
passed as amended. 

5. That the minutes of the meet¬ 
ing, and all records be deposited with 
A. J. Flood as trustee 

All accounts will be closed as soon 
as possible. Will any persons hav¬ 
ing claims against the association 
kindly present them at once 

During the year, total receipts 
were $1,227.43. while expenditures 
totalled $1,111.90., leaving a balance 
of $115.53. Of this sum, $85 had been 
received as special donations, $25 
from Vulcan Masonic Lodge, $25 
from the Oddfellows’ Lodge, $25 from 
the Women’s Institute, and $10 from 
t.he Eastern Star. These sums will 
be returned at once, and the balance 
divided as directed at the meeting.

ONE OF OUR LAWS 


Amongst the laws on Provincial 
statutes is one which says in effect, 
that any man serving in the munici¬ 
pality in the capacity of a public 
servant, cannot do work for the body 
of which he is a member, for which 
he receives remuneration. This is a 
law which is broken on every side in 
every part of the province and prob¬ 
ably of the Dominion. It penalizes | 
unduly members of school boards and 
council. It would prove much more 
costly in the strict observance, than 
in the disregard of it. Yet it exists 
and has not been modified to meet 
general conditions. 

It was doubtless placed upon the 
statutes in order that men might be 
prevented from seeking office for sel¬ 
fish gain, in order that they might 
monopolize certain sales. But this 
could not be done without the ap¬ 
proval of the other members of the 
municipal body. Ratepayers would 
recognize the situation immediately 
and would quickly express their dis¬ 
approval. 

But to follow the statute to its fin¬ 
al conclusion, would discourage many 
a business man whose services would 
prove invaluable to a board. Not only 
must he give his time and effort free¬ 
ly, but he must also sacrifice his 
business interests. He must deny his 
business many little advantages which i 
as a private citizen he would be en- ! 
titled to. In short it penalizes the 


not have that experience 
vork, some real disaster in his own 
soul. 

That is the great tragedy of the 
very wide-spread unemployment that 
is such u pitiable spectacle of our 
time—it is spoiling men, breaking 
their morale, working in them a very 
real moral disaster. The suffering in 
the physical sense through lessened 
comforts and shortened necessities is 
bad enough, but it is not by any 
means the only or the great evil. Un¬ 
employment relief is a very poor 
makeshift lor employment. If it 
were possible to give every man who 
couldn't get work the wages that he 
would earn'if he could get it^ unem¬ 
ployment would still be a great trag¬ 
edy. 

For that reason we believe that the 
palliatives that are suggested for 
such a situation'as we find ourselves 
in today will get us very little ahead. 
The remedy must be very fundamen¬ 
tal or it may do a little good while at 
the same time it does a very great 
deal of harm. The only real remedy 
for unemployment is employment,

whose work is thankless enough at 
the best. If the law were adhered to, 
to the letter, it is generally recogniz¬ 
ed that many conscientious and able 
men, who are capable of great ser¬ 
vice in various capacities, would be 
disqualified. 

All qver the country this condition 
prevails and ratepayers are as a rule 
content, to let the matter rest, know¬ 
ing that the intangible something 
that might be gained, would be more 
than offset by the refusal of many 
good men to sene. As an illustration 
of the expense to which a district 
might be put by the strict observance 
of this is given. A school board need 
lumber. The only merchant with the 
lumber is a member of the school 
board. An outside dealer has to be 
secured. The added transportation 
costs and loss of time, make the 
transaction a real loss to the board. 

Another instance of spite work, ex¬ 
tremely rare, but possible under the 
law, is that of a member of a school 
board who plowed up the school gar¬ 
den and took $1.60 as his fee. This 
was Liken into court and the trustee 
forced to pay court fees for his vio¬ 
lation of the law. 

While there is quick reaction 
against anyone who would seek to 
use his office to divert all business to 
himself, yet it is only fair that he 
should share with other businessmen 
of the town in his just portion of 
trade coming from town and school 
board business. 

This is a law which requires some 
modification. If it is strictly observ¬ 
ed it works unfair hardships and of¬ 
ten added expense. If it is overlook¬ 
ed, it may always be raised as an is¬ 
sue. ■

Great Growth of Industrial Strength 
in Canada 


Latin American Trade with Canada 
Advancing Greatly 


I What the U.F.A. is to the farmer, 
the trade union to the printer, teleg- 
I rapher or bricklayer, the Canadian 
Manufacturers' Association is- to the 
industiralists and manufacturers of 
Canada. Starting form a small nuc¬ 
leus back in 1872—only five years af¬ 
ter Confederation—the association 

has grown to a nation-wide organiza¬ 
tion with five branches and over 4,000 
members. 

According to T. Ashenhurst, secre¬ 
tary of the Alberta branch of the C. 
M.A., E^mqnton, the Alberta office of 
the association was opened in Sep- 
! tember, 1923, with 79 members in the 
province. The latest figures avail- 
! able show a membership of 245 in the 
province at present. 

| It does not take a great effort of 
the imagination to forage the day 
when manufactured prompts in Al¬ 
berta will equal the value of its ag¬ 
ricultural products,” says Mr. Ashen¬ 
hurst. 

“In 1906, when Alberta became a 
province, the gross value of her man¬ 
ufactured products was slightly over 
four million dollars. Today the fig¬ 
ure amounts to approximately $100,- 
800,000 and 12,827 of her 646,000 
people are employed in the manufac¬ 
turing industries earning an annual 
payroll of over $15,450,000,” the of- 


The Prince of Wales who is describ 
ed as the greatest commercial trav¬ 
eller in the world, is at present in the 
Argentine, cementing the good under-' 
standing and prfitable trade relation¬ 
ships existing between Britain and 
the Argentine. 

At the same time, a strong Cana-! 
ciatl industrial delegation is also 
present at the great Buenos Aires 
cxhiibtion and will be alert to pro-! 
mote Canada’s trade relationships. 

In 'this connection the Canadian 
Gazette points out that Canada's 
trade is extending yearly with the 
Argentine and with other Latin 
Vmeriean countries. In 1929-30, 
Canada’s trnde with the twenty Lat¬ 
in American republics was valued, at 
seventy-five million, an increase of 
11 per cent, over the previous year. 
Canadian sales in the Argentine are 
steadily increasing, especially in the 
way of automobiles and farm machin 
ery. 

Canada on the other hand is im¬ 
porting flax seed, maize and other 
products from the Argentine. 

From Peru we import crude petrol¬ 
eum, and export' to that country 
wheat, rubber boots, implements, min 
jig machinery. 

Even with Venezuela, trade has 
opened encouragingly with the im¬ 
portation from that country of more 
cocoa beans than in any previous 
wears, and in return much manufac- 
'ured goods is accepted. 

Scattered all through these Latin 
American countries are ■ Canadian 
engineers and experts, designing 
power plants and such projects. They 
ire co-operating in advisory lines 
and in the development of all utilities 
Business methods of Canadians are 
respected and are creating a favor¬ 
able attitude toward all Canadian 
trade relations. 


LARGE CAPACITY 

FOR ONIONS 


'Correct 


“Eat, onions and stay hortie,” is ap¬ 
parently the sentiment of many Can¬ 
adians, because the facts gleahred. 
during onion week, reveal that Irtish 
country has a real weakness for tl(c 
odoriferous garden plant. Per) capi¬ 
ta consumption of onions itf'Canada 
in 1930 was about 10 pounrs. In 
other words, this means that a total 
of 100,000,000 pounds—,60,000 tons or 
some 2,000 carloads—of onions were 
eaten by Canadian people. This huge 
quantity came principally from two 
souries. Canadian growers produced 
20,976 tons, and something over 20,- 
000 tons were imported from the Un¬ 
ited States. Over $750,000 was spent 
by, Canadians on United States- 
grown onions. Canadian production 
is increasing rapidly and is of excep¬ 
tional quality.—Dept, of Agriculture, 
Ottawa.

Western Representatives at Ottawa

E. W. Beatty of the C.P.R. in sug¬ 
gesting the need for a development 
of farming in the West, to include 
a certain amount of livestock produc¬ 
tion says: 

“Perhaps the most valuable result 
of a change woul<I bo its effect on 
population. One-crop wheat-growing 
lends itself so readily to mechaniza¬ 
tion that it tends to keep the popula¬ 
tion at the minimum.” 

“I am particularly interested in in¬ 
creasing rural population of British 
stock,” said his interviewer, “and 1 
am sure that many old counrty 
folk would probably succeed under a 
revised plan of land settlement; who 
cannot safely equip and run a farm 
of 160 acres. With the rapidly in¬ 
creasing population of the United 
States along the southern border of 
this country, with our comparatively 
small number of people, more and 
more concentrated in a few large ci¬ 
ties, have we not got to consider very 
Seriously what is likely to happen?” 

“I do not anticipate the least dif¬ 
ficulty in greatly increasing the farm 
population of the west without either 
lowering the average farm income 
or adding to the (fifficulty of market¬ 
ing our farm production. In fact, 1 
believe that a western community of 
farms, some-what smaller than at 
present, producing a far more diver¬ 
sified range of products, ■ would mean 
a great increase in the profits and 
comfort of the average farmer.

Children of Kindergarten Age 


A subject has been found in which 
even the most rebellious schoolboy 
should revel. 

“Relaxation,” the new “course,” 
has been added to the curriculum of 
Seattle* kindergartens 'and the child¬ 
ren have been taking to it with en¬ 
thusiasm. 

Scientifically planned to overcome 
nervousness and fatigue, the new sub 
ject is being taught with the object 
of educating children in the funda¬ 
mental and strangely difficult meth¬ 
ods of complete relaxation. 

All children, or most of them, know 
how to play, many can settle down 
to intensive study, but very few 
know how to relax, in mind and 
body. 

The children are required to lie 
prone on mats for 10 minutes each 
day. They lie face down, head turn¬ 
ed to the left, right leg extended and 
left leg slightly bent. 

It is difficult to teach the children 
the methods of relaxation. They 
must be carefully coached, but most 
of them learn rather quickly and all 
are enthusiastic, over the idea. 

The system has resulted in marked 
improvement to the nervous systems 
of the pupils and has shown its ef¬ 
fect on their ability to learn.

Values for duty purposes have been ' 
fixed by Hon. E. B. Ryckman, minis-! 
ter of national revenue, on refined, 
gasoline entering Canada from the 
United States. In a bulletin issued 
Thursday of last week to customs and 
excise officers values for import pur-; 
poses were placed on gasoline for j 
various refining areas across the bor¬ 
der. The new regulations come into 
effect immediately. 

Figures set in the regulations per 
wine gallon are: Pennsylvania, New 
York and district, which includes the 
Atlantic seaboard, 7,292 cents; 
Toledo, Detroit, Cleveland and district 
7,905 bents; Chicago and district, 
7,155 cents; Wood River, St. Louis 
and district, 5,105 cents; Mid-Contin¬ 
ent district, which includes the states 
of Oklahoma, Kansas, part of Mis- 
sourie, part of Arkansas and North 
Texas, 4,655 cents; South Texas, 
Louisiana and district 6,205 cents; 
Wyoming and district, 4,655 cents; 
Montana and district 7,655 cents. 

The effect of the new regulations is 
that if gasoline is brought into Can¬ 
ada at lower than these figures, the 
dumping duty automatically applies.
